ff the Georgia Anti-Saloon league 
can show Governor Harris that the 
business and farming interests of the 
state of Georgia are suffering on ac~- 
count of the provisions of the present 
prohibition law to such an extent that 
the next regular session cannot or will 
not remedy the situation, the governor 
will call an extra session of the legis- 
lature for the purpose of immediately 
passing “bone dry” prohibition legisla- 
tion in Georgia. Otherwise, there will 
be no extra session. 

This is the status of the extra session 
question, as outlined to a delegation 
from the Georgia Anti-Saloon league 
which called upon him Friday morning 
to ask him to withhold his decision 
upon the extra session queston for ten 
days, in order that the Anti-Saloon 
league may show him the sentment of 
the state demanding an extra session. 


Will Pay for Session. 


The necessity of an extra session was 
strongly urged upon the governor by 
Thomas B. Felder, who was a leader 
among those who urged the last extra 
session upon the governor 2nd who was 
closely associated with the governor in 
his last political campaign. So anxious 
is the Georgia Anti-Saloon league that 
the governor shall call an extra session 
for the enactment of ‘‘bone dry” pro- 
hibition legislation, that Mr. Felder of- 
fered to deposit with the state treasurer 
a check for $20,000 or whatever amount 
might be necessary to finance an extra 
session of the legislature, if the state 
doesn’t feel that it is able to pay for 
the extra session. 

The offer of this check was made 
through Mr. Felder by Allen W. Jones, 
of Midville, a large farmer and prop- 
erty owner, who claims that, through 
several express offices on his property, 
the liquor shipment provision of the 
present Georgia law is demoralizing 
his farm help, largely negroes, and is 
threatening failure to his crops. 

lileaded by Mr. Felder, of Atlanta, the 
delegation which called upon the gov- 
erner Friday was as follows:

Asks Delay in Decision. 

Mr. Felder was spokesman of the 
delegation and explained that the dele- 
gation had come to ask the governor 
to delay his decision for ten days until 
he could be shown the real conditions 
and the rea! sentiment which prevail 
in the state of Georgia. 

Mr. Felder showed that, under the 
recent decision of the United States 
Bupreme court upon the Webb-Kenyon 
act, it is now possible to enact “bone- 
dry” legislation. which will stand the 
test of the courts. He pointed out 
that other states are convening their 
legislatures in extra sessions for the 
purpose of passing such legislation. 

Mr. Felder outlined the conditions 
which Mr. Jones complains of as ex- 
isting upon his plantation between Au- 
gusta and Midville, stating that the 
delivery of liquor to farm labor from 
the several express offices on or in 
the vicinity of Mr. Jones’ property is 
demoralizing and debauching his farn, 
labor and is threatening the failure of 
his farm operations. 

Mr. Felder mentioned the names of 
farmers of other sections of the state 
whom he said were having the same 
experience. 

Had Three Opportunities. 

In reply to Mr. Felder, Governor Har- 
ris indicated that he is not inclined to 
call an extra session of the legislature 
with the light before him now. He 
pointed out that the present legislature 
has had three opportunities to elimi- 
mate the liquor shipment feature which 
is now the source of the troubles com- 
plained of, and that when such action 
was urged upon the legislature the 
legislature declined to act. In the 
meantine, said the governor, the people 
have elected another legislature which 
is soon to meet. In his message to the 
new legislature Governor Harris pro- 
poses to urge strongly the passage of 
“bone dry” legislation. 

The question of what the new 
ture might or might not do in this re- 
spect was not disussed. 

The governor then indicated that he 
would have to be shown that the dam- 
age which, it is alleged, is being done 
‘to Georgia business and farming _in- 
terests through the liquor shipment law 
is such that it demands immediate re- 
lief and is of such a nature that the 
next regular session cannot or will not 
relieve it. He agreed to withhold his 
decision, however, for a week or ten 
days. 

The governor suggested that 
might be had from the country express 
office situation through the state rail- 
road commission, which has authority 
to suspend any office upon proper 
cause being shown.

Show Will Be Formally 
Opened at the Auditorium- 
Armory by John M. Parker 
and Governor Harris. 


Before an audience of Atlanta busi- 
ness men which.ecomfortably filled the 


chamber of commerce assembly hall, 
executive officials and others con- 


nected with the Southeastern Land 
show, to open at 6 o’clock next Thurs- 
day evening in the Auditorium for a 
period of fifteen consecutive days, told 
in detail just what condition things 
pertaining to the show are in and out- 
lined an idea of what might be expect- 
ed there. 

“We are ready” was the keynote of 
the official reports, coupled with the 
statement that in its complete form the 
land show proves bigger and better 
than even the management calculated 
it to be when the enterprise was first 
launched ang before public sentiment 
and enthusiasm had been fairly 
sounded. : 

All who spoke last night, too, agreed 
that, while only this year’s show was 
in mind when the movement was first 
started, the response from all four of 
the southeastern states has been so 
general and so unstinted that the fact 
that the institution will be made a per- 
(manent enterprise, to be held annually 
hereafter as a great southeastern mid- 
winter exposition, is assured. As 
Frank T. Reynolds, secretary of the 
executive committee, put it: 

Show a Permanent Affair. 


“The show has got to go on, and be 
repeated year after year, and the best 
thought I could put your minds upon 
tonight is consideration of the size of 
the building in which to hold the 1918 
show.” 

“The thing has reached such gigantic 
proportions that it would be folly to 
let the show pass‘out of existence with 
just this. one year’s exposition,’ said 
General Manager E. Y. Clarke. “It 
has cost a tremendous amount of 
thought and effort and a lot of money,” 
he said. “So’ rhuch that if this year 
were all I should feel that a lot of it 
had been wasted; but this year will not 
be all—it cannot.” 

It was the consensus of the opinion 
expressed at the meeting that this will 
be the natural course of procedure and 
the land show, therefore, is now looked 
upon in the ‘light of a permanent scuth- 
eastern institution.

WILLIAM J. BURNS 
DECLARED GUILTY 


Detective Is Convicted of 
Sneaking Into Law Offices 
and Making Copies of Pri- 
vate Papers—Court Scores 
Private Detectives. 


New York, January 26.—William J. 
Burns, head of a private detective agen- 
cv, was found guilty here late today 
of surreptitiously entering the law of- 


copies of private papers and then pub- 
lishing them. Burns was employed by 
J. P. Morgan & Co. to trace a “leak” 
of information about contracts for war 
supplies for the entente allies from the 
Morgan offices. To obtain the informa- 
tion sought, Burns gained access to the 
seymours’ office. 

Private Detectives Barred. 
finding Burns guilty, the justice 
of the court of special sessions who 
heard the case, laid down the legal 
principle that no private detective has 
the right to enter a man’s office or 
dwelling and examine his private corre- 
spondence and paper. 

“It would be giving a private detec- 
tive more power than a policeman,” de- 
clared Justice Collins. “The law puts a 
protection around a man’s home. It 
would be a deplorable thing if, in 
America, a private house were not safe 
from being entered by private detec- 
tives; and, if a lawyer’s office may 
safely be entered, what protection 
would a client have?” 

A fine of $100, with an alternative 
of thirty days in jail, was imposed 
upon Burns, “who paid the fine under 
protest. Announcement was made that 
an appeal. would be taken. 

Martin Egan, publicity manager for 
J. P. Morgan & Co., was acquitted on a 
similar charge and exonerated of any 
attempt to publish the correspondence 
obtained by Burns. 

The letters belonged to munitions 
brokers having desk room in the of- 
fices of Seymour & Seymour. The 
court found that Burns’ action in giv- 
ing copies of the correspondence to Mr. 
Egan constituted publication. Mr. 
Egan testified that he did not author- 
ize Burns to enter the law office. 

What Burns Says. 

Burns said: 

“I did not consider the correspond- 
ence as private matter. The contents 
indicated that it referred to stolen in- 
formation from J. P. Morgan & Co, 
and I felt I had the right to have them 
copied.” 

He denied that telephone wires lead- 
ing into the law offices were tapped, 
but said that by permission of J. P. 
Morgan & Co. detectives “listened in’”’ 
on wires to their offices. 

Charges that the Seymours’ tele- 


phone wires had been tapped precipi- 
tated nearly a year ago in an investi- 
gation into the wire-tapping activities 
of the police, and Mayor Mitchel issued 
a statement in which he charged that 
information had been obtained indicat- 
ing that a foreign nation was involved 
in a plot which would violate the neu- 
trality of the United States. Details 
of this alleged plot never were brought 
out. The persons who obtained the 
Morgan secrets have protested that it 
was a purely commercial transaction, 
in which the infotmation regarding the 
war needs of Great Britain and France 
was to be used in the hope that it 
might bring contracts. 


Allied Gold Flood 
For United States 
Warrants Big Loan 


Says Sir Edward Holden, 
Great English Banker. 
Holden Criticises Reserve 
Board Warning—Allies 
Entitled to $7,200,000,000 
Loan.

London, January 26.—Speaking at the 
annual meeting of the London City 
and Midland bank today, Sir Edward 


which had flowed into America up to 
the end of 1916, about 212,000,000 
pounds represented the amount con- 
tributed by the entente allies to form 
the basis of loans. 

Of the total foreign loans of Amer- 
ica ‘since the beginning of the war, 
amounting to about 460,000,000 pounds, 
he said, 423,000,000 pounds were bor- 
rowed by England and her allies. The 
amount of gold required for reserve on 
this basis, he added, would be only 
69,000,000 pounds, and therefore 143,- 
000,000 pounds of the entente allies’ 
gold had been used for some other 
purpose and it would appear that 76,- 
000,000 pounds were locked up under 
the federal reserve system. Continu- 
ing, he said: 

“After the allies had so handsomely 
contributed to tli gold reserves of the 
United States, thus facilitating the ex- 
portation of American commodities to 
the extent of 1,913,000,000 pounds be- 
tween July, 1914, and November 30, 
1916, it seems difficult to understand 
why the federal reserve board should 
have endeavored to place difficulties 
in the way of American bankers creat- 
ing further loans and particularly when 
they could have had collaterai security 
for loans.” 

Regarding the financial position of 
Germany, Sir Edward pointed out how 
Germany had adopted every means to 
maintain the gold reserve of the reichs- 
bank at the necessary one-third of the 
note issue. Germany, he said, had 
sued rotes to the extent oF 800,000,000 
pounds and Great Britain to the extent 
of 268,000,000 pounds. — 
reichsbank now was 126,000,000 pounds, 
which gave Germany a4 percentage 
45.7, while Great Britain had 81,000,000 
; pounds gold, giving her a percentage of 
/22. It looked, said Sir Edward, as 
though Great Britain were keeping 
up her end pretty well. z 

On the basis of the 15 per cent re- 
serve required by the American banrk- 
ing “system, Sir Edward argued that 
the entente allies, by the amount of 
gold they had sent to the United States 
during the war. were entitled to a 
loan up to. 1,400,000,000 pounds, but 
lthac they had received under 430,000,- 
000 pounds.

STORM OF HISSES STOPS 
DEFENDER OF GERMANY 


Nissen Says Congress Has 
Been Turned Into Pro-Ally 
Meeting — Alleges Ameri- 
can Press Is Subsidized by 
Allies. 


Washington, January .26.—The meet- 
ing of the Congress of Constructive 
Patriots late today was thrown into 
an uproar when Ludwig Nissen, @ 
Brooklyn importer, attacked,Elihu Root 
for his speech at last night’s session 
denouncing Germany. Amid hisses and 
repeated interruptions Nissen declared 
the address, while it might have been 
a great utterance if delivered at the 
Proper place, “was the rankest outrage 
ever permitted and perpetrated upon 
an American audience on this particu- 
lar occasion, under the guise of Ameri- 
can patriotism.” 

Cries of “no” and “sit down” greet- 
ed this declaration and while the chair- 
man ineffectually tried to restore or- 
der Nissen shouted that he simply was 
protesting against turning the confer- 
ence into a pro-ally propaganda, and 
went on to say that “no paid propa-. 
gandist could possibly have spoken 
more effectively for an English propa- 
ganda than Senator Root did here last 
night.” 

Press Subsidized, He Says. 

“I Know I will be derided,” he con- 
tinued when the hissing again had sub- 
sided, “and I know what I am saying 
here today will not be reported by the 
newspapers because the newspapers 
will not print a bit of news that is fa- 
vorable to Germany. If they do they 
will lose their financial advertisements 
and every one of them is subsidized.” 

The speaker then began a defense of 
the German invasion of Belgium, but 
was interrupted by a motion to ad- 
journ. After the motion had been sec- 
onded the chairman intervened with a 
plea that Nissen be permitted to finish © 
and the audience Again Was quieted, 
The hissing and interruptions broke 
out afresh, however, a moment later 
and continued until the end of the short 
address. 

“Senator Root and Judge Parker both 
referred to Germany’s action as a 
crime,” said Nissen. “There was no 
crime, because there never was a guar- 
antee. In 1839 England, France, Aus- 
tria, Prussia and Russia entered into 
an agreement to respect the neutrality 
of Belgium. That neutrality was re- 
spected up to the time of 1870, when 
Emperor Napoleon declared war on 
Germany. At that time no less a Sstates- 
man than William E. Gladstone said, 
as prime minister of England, in the 
Westminster parliament, that that 
agreement could not be considered 
binding upon either of the parties to it. 

“What else happened? Gentlemen, 
you don’t want to hear the truth —” 

At this point it was announced that 
the time allotted Mr. Nissen, who had 
arisen under a rule permitting five- 
minute discussions by the audience, had 
expired. He sat down in the midst ofa 
tumult, and while a motion immediate- 
ly was pending to dispense with fur- 
ther speeches from other than invited 
speakers unless they indicated before 
hand the nature of their remarks.

Berlin, January 26.—(Via Sayville.) 
French trenches on Hill 304, north- 
west, of Verdun, were stormed yester- 


day by German troops along a front 
of 1,600 meters, the war office an- 
nounced today. 

Approximately 500 prisoners were 
taken by the Germans, who also cap- 
tured ten machine guns. The French 
failed in a counter attack at night. 

The announcement follows: 

“Army Group of the German Crown 
Prince: On the west bank of the 
Meuse in the sector of infantry, Gen- 
eral von Francois, under command of 
Lieutenant General von Dem Borne, 
Westphalian and portions of the Bad- 
ish regiments of proved valor and 
efficiency, assisted by artillery, pio- 
neers and mine throwers stormed 
French trenches on Hill 304 on a front 
of 1,600 metres. The enemy suffered 
sanguinary losses in hand-to-hand 
fighting and left in our hands in round 
numbers 500 prisoners, among whom 
were 12 officers. We captured ten ma- 
chine guns. 

“At night the French launched a 
counter attack, which failed. 

“EXnterprises on Dead Man Hill and 
northeast of Avocourt Drought the de- 
sired result.” 

Counter attacks by H*rench troops on 
the west bank of the Meuse, in the Ver- 
dun sector, have been repulsed, says 
the supplementary war office statement 
tonight.

British Admiralty Per Wireless 
Press.)—Russian troops in two sec- 
tors of the Riga region carried out 
successful offensive movements yes- 
terday, advancing at one point, east of 
the River Aa, for about a mile, the war 
office announced today. Counter of- 
fensives by the Germans later result- 
ed in withdrawals of the Russian forces 
which had advanced. 

The statement says: ; 

“Western Front: Between the Tirul 
swamp and the River Aa, west of Riga, 
our detachments, having taken the of- 
fensive, dislodged the enemy, captur- 
ing some prisoners and two machine 
guns. Afterwards, however, under 
pressure of the Germans, we withdrew 
to our original positions. 

“On the eastern bank of the River Aa 
our detachments, having conducted an 
obstinate battle, advanced for about one 
mile in the direction of the village of 
Kalnzem, but as a result of enemy 
counter attacks they were obliged to 
fall back. 

“General Ivachkevitch, who led the 
battle in *h®e first line, although wound- 
ed, remained at the front. 

“In the region of the mouth of the 
River Beresina, our scouts carried out 
successtul reconnaissances, capturing 
23 Germans. Hostile airplanes dropped 
bombs on the station at Radzivilov, but 
caused no damage.

HELPING THE WAR SUFFERERS. 


According to David R. Francis, United 
States ambassador to Russia, if the Jewish 
in Russia alone are to sur- 
vive the winter 000 monthly must be 
contributed by the joint distribution com- 
mittee of funds for the relief of that class 
of war victims. 

The same report says that the Russian 
government is caring for only 105,000 refu- 
gees, leaving more than 130,000 “dependent 
upon outside relief.” 

Coincidentally, the committee in question 
announces that the Jewish fund sent from 
America is assisting 75,000 Jewish refugees 
in Bohemia, 31,300 in Mahrend, 7,000 in 
eastern Silistria, 50,000 in Vienna and south- 
ern Austria, 200,000 in western Austria, and 
14.000 elsewhere in that country, making a 
total of 362.300 Jewish war sufferers who are 
being kept alive by American charity. And 
this is additional to the widespread succor 
from this source being distributed among 
the thousands of sufferers of other than the 
Hebrew faith in those and the other coun- 
tries at war. and additional to the 130,000 
unprovided-for Jews in Russia. 

A wise westerner said once that the most 
expensive thing that can happen to a man 
is to be saddled with a reputation as having 
money. It is true largely of nations and 
peoples. Abroad the United States and the 
American people have that reputation, and 
we have been openly criticised by foreign- 
ers, despite the millions upon millions in 
money, food and raiment we have sent to 
alleviate the misery caused by hosts of 
kings over there, because we have not given 
even more liberally than we have.

Secretary of Agriculture Houston’s an-

PURIFYING THE SCREEN. 


It is safe to assume that the announce- 
ment a few days ago of the National Board 


of Review's placing the ban-upon the nude 
in the moving pictures will meet with gen- 
eral approval. At any rate, it marks a 
decisively forward step in the finer develop- 
ment of the screened drama. 

The National Board of Review is a sort 

of self-appointed board of film censorship, 
but while it has no semblance of plenary 
power, composed as it is of large producers 
of motion-picture plays, its decision will 
amount almost to a law; and doubtless this 
action will prove the means of lifting a 
great weight from the state boards of cen- 
sors and the courts which in the past have 
been repeatedly called upon to draw the 
fine line between innocent nudity and naked- 
ness that offends. 
Coming at this late day, too,*this declara- 
tion on the part of the producers to reform 
is virtually tantamount to a plea of guilty 
to past sins—that in the past they have 
been “feeding” the “movie” patrons upon 
unclean food; else, why the change? But 
certainly the confession of guilt, if that it 
be, is better even late than never; and the 
public will do well to forget the past, ap- 
prove the present, and let it go at that. 

Also this decision is flattering to the 
public taste. It indicates that the public 
has wearied and sickened of the pruriency 
that too frequently has been projected upon 
the screen, else it is doubtful if this refor- 
mation would have been invoked, because 
motion picture producers are in the game 
for the money there is in it. In fact, in the 
board’s announcement it says that “this 
action was taken after widespread disap- 
proval of such pictures was disclosed;” and 
this disclosure must have been decidedly 
convincing, because the interdiction in- 
cludes not only “nudes,” but “all motion 
pictures which may cater, even uninten- 
tionally, to sensuality.” All of which shows 
that the taste of the preponderant majority 
of the people who patronize the picture 
shows is all right. 

The organization, say the reports of its 
inhibition of the “‘nude” and “evil-suggest- 
iveness” in the photoplay, scents danger also 
of “over-production of sex problem plays,” 
and this will be more carefully watched in 
the future, and guarded against. That is 
doubly refreshing. The entire new policy 
spells a triumph for decency. And the 
public stands to lose nothing. 

Too often lasciviousness and vulgarity 
are thrust to the forefront under the guise 
Too often, under the pretext of 
“reform” and “education,” “problem plays’”’ 
and repulsively immoral productions—of 
perverted minds and mercenary producers— 
are brazenly flaunted upon the screen to no 
good purpose. 

We hope this recent ukase on the part 
of the board of review will rigidly be en- 
forced. If it is its effects will be such that 
the last one of the non-member producers 
will have either to fall into line in accord- 
ance with it or shut up shop. And in it the 
public has everything to gain, with no possi- 
bility of loss. 

The prayers of the widows and orphans 
of the war-stricken world show that the 
kaiser hasn't a monopoly of God.

The building, when completed, will be 
equipped with all modern facilities, electric 
lighting, sewerage, and up-to-date schoo} 
material.

Publishers Trust Trade Board. 

"Many of the pubishers favored an 
agreement by both sides to abide by 
any price the federal trade commission 
may set. This would have to be a gen- 
tlemen’s agreement, as the commission 
has power only to investigate, as was 
explained by Commissioners W. J. Har- 
ris and Joseph E. Davies, who were 
present. 

Those active in the meeting included, 
for the publishers, Frank P. Glass, of 
Birmingham, chairman of the print pa- 
per committee of the Publishers’ asso- 
ciation: E. B. Stahlman, Nashville, and 
Victor Lawson, of Chcago. Prominent 
manufacturers present were: P._ T.

F. A. Sabattan, Canadian manufactur- 
ers. 

Vice Chairman William J. Harris and 
Commissioner Joseph E. Davies, of the 
federal trade commission attended. 

Charged Too Little in Past. 

Mr. Smith asserted that the present 
price of paper would not look so high 
if manufacturers had not in past years 
charged too little. He asserted that the | 
manufacturers hnad not Known their 
Own manufacturing costs he retofore | 
and had failed to figure on proper 
turn for money invested. The manu- 
facturers did not have the precise fig- 
ures which the publishers sought from 
them in support of the assertions that 
their prices are justified.

Then they came to me 
again. The only request they left was 
that I recognize the union. I wouldn't 
and haven't. Today I[ received this cir- 
cular, (here the speaker produced a 
handbill) calling on my men to walk 
out. This sort of thing costs money.”

On the’ night of July 20, 
said, he heard shots and saw a man 
on his knees in the front seat of an 
automobile firing into the back of the 
car. A man and a woman were in 
the rear seat, he testified, and he saw 
this man and woman fall in the seat, 
the man falling first, he said. 

The automobile which had been run- 
ning slowly, ran into a fence and stop- 
ped. Pittman testified he then saw 
the man in the front seat climb on 
the running board and fire several 
more shots into the rear of the car 
and heard a man’s voice say: “Crystal, 
why did you make me do it?’ The 
man, who “looked like he was stag- 
gering,’ then hurried away. Witness 
was then about twenty feet from the 
car. 

Picked Up Woman's Hand. 

Pittman testified he went to the au- 
tomobile, picked up the woman’s hand, 
felt no pulse and hurried back home, 
where he had left his wife sick. He 
had witnessed part of the shooting 
from a screened ‘sleeping porch, where 
Mrs. Pittman was in bed. Mrs. Pitt- 
man had told him she heard the names 
of “Crystal” and “Harry” called out 
by occupants of the car during the 
shooting. 

At the time, 
not know who 
mobile party. 

Cross-examined, Pittman said the 
shooting occurred about 8:20 p. m., 
but it was not dark. He said while 
the man was shooting at the woman 
she put her hands to her head and 
cried: “Harry, Harry, my God, don’t do 
that.” A moment before, he said, he 
heard the woman say: “Harry, Harry, 
what did you do that for?” 

Pittman admitted Colonel John Hol- 
land, father of Mrs. Crystal Spanell, 
furnished transportation for himself

Cecil P. Poole, city smoke inspector | 
and mechanical engineer, in his re-/|} 
port for 1916 calls attention to the 


need for an assistant in his depart- 
ment, stating that the work of abat- 
ing the nuisance from _ locomotive! 
smoke can't be made effectual until a | 
special man for this work is granted 
him by the city. 

In dealing with smoke producing 
plants in the city the department has 
not rigidly enforced the law because 
of the business conditions, it being 
thought that a hardship would be! 
worked on some, A total of 281 plants 
are now complying with the law and 
have installed the latest apparatus for 
prevention of ‘smoke nuisance, 

The denartment tested 602 coal sam- 
ples during the vear, 144 exceeding 
the guarantee and the city paid the 
bonus. Sixty came up to the guaran- 
tee, while 398 fell short and the deal- 
ers were penalized. The penalities to- 
taled about $1,200, while the bonuses 
were about $170, giving the city a net 
gain of*slightly over $1,000. 

All lubricating oils, greases, gaso- 
line and Kerosene used by the city 
were tested and a much higher quality 
obtained. The importance of this test 
works a great saving to the city in 
maintaining the machinery of its va- 
rious plants at the best. 

The report calls attention to the 
need for apparatus to test stock feed 
and paving materials. Practically no 
check is now being made on the ma- 
terials of this kind used.

Washington, January: 26.—The su- 
preme court has been asked to decide 
whether the federal government shall 
pay $68,000,000 to former slaves and 
their heirs for cotton picked in, slavery 
times. Their claims are presented in 
an appeal by H. N. Johnson, of Musko- 
gee, Okla., and other former slaves 
and their heirs, and “all others simi- 
larly situated.” 

The suit is directed against Secre- 
tary McAdoo as custodian of the gov- 
ernment funds, and recites that the 
Slaves were held in involuntary servi- 
tude and forced tO gather the southern 
states’ crops. They received no return 
for their labor, while the government 
collected the $68,000,000 in taxes on 
raw cotton. An accounting for the la- 
bor performed and a prorata distribu- 
tion of the money amone those entitled 
to pay for the labor are asked. The 
District ‘of Columbia courts dismissed 
the suit.

All records for any one month in the 
history of the Atlanta postoffice will 
be broken this month, according to 
the figures compiled each day in the 
postmaster’s office. Last December was 
the star month in the history of the 
office here, but it will look like a 
poor business period when compared to 
the figures now piling up for January’s 
total. And this regardless of the fact 
that December, of course, took the 
Christmas business. 


Dishonest failures were at a mini- 
mum during the past year, according 
to the current quarterly bulletin of the 
Adjustment company, with offices in 
612-613-614 Peters building. An im- 
provement in business conditions gen- 
erally, throughout the southern states 
was noted. There have been ten per 
cent fewer Dankrwuptcies in the south- 
eastern states during the past year 
than during the year preceding, and 
this, taken in connection with a more 
liberal credit policy inaugurated by 
eastern wholesalers, is considered a 
happy business omen. 

The bulletin announces the desig- 
nation of Leonard J. Grossman, the At- 


lanta attorney, as southeastern legal 
representative of the Adjustment com- 
pany, which has facilities for handling 
commercial collections through guar- 
anteed attorneys in all cities of the 
United States. Loop-holes in Georgia's 
fraudulent check law are severely crit- 
icised, and the bill is described as be- 
ing an aid to crafty and calculating 
crooKs rather than acting to deter 
their operations. 

“The requirements that there must 
be a present consideration for worth- 
less checks is a bar to merchants pros- 
ecuting crooks: who give werthienl 
checks for past due accounts,” said At- 
torney Grossman. “Then, too, the ex-: 
perience of Atlanta merchants, like 
those in all sections of the state, is 
that the provision requiring thirty 
days to elapse ‘before criminal proceed- 
ings can be instituted, enables crooks 
to ‘cover their tracks’ and disappear 
before they can be apprehended. 

“Georgia needs, and her merchants 
demand a real fraudulent check law, 
one less cumbersom@, which will fa- 
}cilitate speedy justice instead of a 
law that opens up so many avenues of 
escape to the crafty.” 

At the request of Atlanta merchants, 
Mr. Grossman has consented to draft 
a more stringent bad check law to be 
introduced at the next session of the 
legislature. Joseph Lazear, associated 
with Attorney Grossman, reports that 
restaurants and cigar stores have béen 
heavy losers by bad check artists, 
whose most frequent manipulations 
are with the small retail merchants.

ing Armenians. The committee of un- 
ion and progress began by promising 
equal rights to all races and faiths. 

“This was its ‘union.’ It proceeded 
forthwith not only to expel the Greek- 
speaking inhabitants of western Aslu 
Minor and to exterminate the Arme- 
nians, but to attempt to Turkify the 
Ailbbaninas, Moslems as well as Chris- 
tians, and to proscribe their language. 
This is what ‘union’ has, in fact, meant. 
What ‘progress’ has meant in the hands 
of ruffians like Enver and  Talaat, 
Prussianized Moslems worse than the 
old Turkish pashas, we have all seen 
within the last three years. 

“The Moslem peasant of Asia Minor 
is an honest, kindly fellow when not 
roused by fanaticism, but the Turk as 
a governing power is irreclaimable and 
the allied powers would have been false 
to a)l the princples of right and hu- 
manity for which they are fighting if 
thev had not proclaimed that no Turk- 
ish government shall hereafter be per- 
mitted to tyrannize over the subjects 
of another faith.”

WASHINGTON HOTELS 
DENOUNCED IN SENATE 


Washington, January 26.—The senate 
voted favorably today on the $25,000 
appropriation to pay for the inaugura- 
tion expenses at the capitol, but not 
until there had been some lively talk 


about how Washington hotel Keepers 
“rob” visitors and some observations 
that the inaugural ceremonies have 
come to resemble a coronation pageant. 

When Senator Overman brought the 
resolution from the appropriations com- 
mittee, Senator McCumber, republican, 
suggested that it should include pro- 
vissions to prevent hotel Keepers from 
raising their rates. He said he had 
been informed by one hotel that a 
room for inauguration week would 
cost $200. 

“I’m not going to object to this resd- 
lution,” said Senator Works, republi- 
can, “‘but I would like to see one presi- 
dent inaugurated with appropriate 
ceremonies, suitable in a democracy. 
We are having a coronation every four 
years and it is undemocratic and un- 
American, and I would like to see it 
abolished. There is no reason that such 
a ceremony as this should be conduct- 
ed and every reason that it should not. 
I should like to see the president him- 
self declare against that sort of thing 
and protest against his inaugural being 
made a show of this. kind. There 
is no occasion for the government 
of the United States to spend $25,- 
0900 to provide a place for the inaugural. 
I should like to see the senate raise 
its voice against it; it violates every 
principle of our govtrnment.” 

Senator Thomas, democrat, express- 
ed himself in accord with Senators Mc- 
Cumber and Works, and declared: 

“Old Spanish buccanneers who sailed

“It abolishes blockade entirely,” he 
explained, “forbids interference with 
the mails, declares that merchant ships 
of the enemy as well as those of neu- 
trals shall be free from capture and 
abolishes the right of visit and search. 
Even vessels carrying contraband may 
in no case be confiscated or sunk un- 
der any pretext though the contraband 
itself may be confiscated or destroyed 
by the captor.’’

Weakness which resulted 
from selling on this account was made 
worse notice of an embargo on 


eastbound shipments over the Pennsyl- 
Vania railroad west of Pittsburg. Dur- 
ing the early trading, too, indications 
seemed to point to a continued ab- 
sence of any important revival of ex- 
port business. Later, however, the 
market had a transient rally owing to 
misleading gossip that liberal sales to 
Furopeans were in prospect. Tempo- 
rary encouragement was also given the 
bulls by advices that half of the do- 
mestic winter crop belt was without 
snow covering and that serious dam- 
‘age might be the consequence of the 
prevailing under-sero weather.

Examination of Records 


of Stock Deals. 


New York, January 26.—Modified 
demands on stock brokers for infor- 
mation as to their customers’ dealings 
during the period of the alleged “leak” 
on the president’s peace note were is- 
sued today by the rules committee of 
the house of representatives, relieving 
brokers from the duty of divulging how 
much money their customers won or 
lost or how much margin they had to 
put up. 

Brokers also were excused from mak- 
ing accountings of trades of less than 
1,000 shares, although they will ve re- 


quired to supply the committee with 
the names of all their customers, large 
or small, during the “leak’’ period. Still 


is that only accountants satisfactory 
to the brokerage houses shall make the 
several examinations. 

Sherman i. Whipple, counsel to the 
rules comn.ittee, said the purpose wu3 
entirely ‘“‘to ease up the tas of the 
brokers and their clerks,” but that 
there was to be no “easing up” of the 
investigation itself. 

“We want to Know about al]! sales of 
{considerable amounts, both long and 
short,” he said. “We are not inter- 
ested now in small transactions of 100 
or 500 shares nor in the question of 
how much individuals made nor the 
margins they put up. 

“The logical order is to find out who 
profited and then to find out who 
among those who did profit were bene- 
ficiaries of a ‘leak, if there was one. 
We are not after information that does 
not bear on this. 

“The committee also is very anxious 
to find out whether any public offi- 
cials are trading or are in the market 
and therefore we want the names of 
all customers, but at the same time we 
are very anxious to avoid harming any 
private individual even though he may 
have been trading contrary to his prit- 
vate duties. We are not out to correct 
all evils. The issue of this inquiry is 
whether there was a ‘leak’ and whether 
it was taken advantage of by stock 
operators. 

“We have no proposition to establish 
nor theory to prove. We are simply 
trying to get at the facts.” 

When it was called to his attention 
that the fear seemed to prevail in Wall 
street that the purpose of the commit- 
tee was to further legislation bring- 
ing the exchange under government su- 

ervision to prohibit short selling, Mr. 
Whipple said: 

“IT have 
thought.”

| Will Lay New Tracks.

The Georgia Railway and Power com- 
/ pany will soon have to replace the 
‘tracks, which have been almost worn 
| out, and the company has offered to 
| pave that part of the street between the 
| car tracks. 

Following the story in The Constitu- 
; tion on Friday morning many leading 
| citizens expressed themselves as fa- 
'voring the repaving and believing the 
work should be done at once, it being 
pointed out that this street is the great 
artery of Atlanta and that it is to the 
interest of every section that this work 
be done, 

Members of the street committee 
have promised ¢o exert themselves to 
the utmost to find the money necessary 
to do this work if they are able to get 
the county to do iat, or at least to aid 
in the matter. 

It has resolved itself into a matter 


of finding the money for a new pave- 
ment, the majority of council being 
favorable toward the plan. 

It has the hearty approval of Mayor 
Candler, who declares that the paving 
vf Peachtree is an urgent necessity. “It 
is so urgent that I think it will be done. 
Just how the city will find the money 
is a question, but I think it will be 
found in some way.” 

Candler Favors Paving. 

With this attitude on the part of 
Mayor Candler, showing that he is 
more than ready to make every effort 
to find sufficient funds for the work, 
the additional fact that members of 
council have begun to seriously con- 


(sider plans for raising the money, it is 
more than probable that some sort of 
plan will be adopted at the next meet- 
ing of the street committee, and that 
the paving is assured. 

Some members of council have ad- 
vanced the suggestion that the fund 
' provided in the January ‘sheet for street 
improvements in the various wards and 
for the specific improvements to par- 
ticular streets be placed in a gen- 


taken from this fund for Peachtree 
street. The plan is a feasible one and 
may come to the attention of the street 
committee Friday. 

“I am heartily in favor of repaving 
Peachtree,” declared George BE King, 
of the King Hardware company, Friday. 
“It would be one of the best things 
the city could do, as there is not a 
etreet in town in as bad condition. 

“I have been nearly all over the 
world and I have yet to see streets in 
any worse shape than those in Atlanta. 
I don’t believe I have found any worse 
unless it was in Constantinople. 

Accidents Are Caused. 

“Only yesterday I saw two accidents 
due to bad paving and holes in this 
street. A big touring car was being 
driven along Peachtree when one of 
its wheels dropped in a deep hole in 
the pavement. The axle was broken 
by the jar. Another large touring car 
dropped in one of these holes and the 
wheel came off, rolling all the way 
across the street. Those are only two 
of the accidents to cars that may be 
seen almost any day along this street 
because of the faulty pavement. 

“There are any number of streets 
in Atlanta in need of repair, but by all 
means Peachtree should be paved first 
because it is used more than any other 
thoroughfare. It is the main artery 
in the city. I have been approached 
to sign a petition for a new pavement 
of granite cubes and signed for my 
. share as soon as the petition was 
placed before me. I think there will 
‘be no trouble in getting the required 
fifty-one per cent.” 

Councilman Little takes the stand 
that the city should by all means pave 
Peachtree street. “I fully agree with 
the sentiments of R. F. Maddox that 
this street is a disgrace to Atlanta,” 
he said. “Some way should be found 
by all means to pave it and it ought 
to be done as quickly as possible. I 
1am like the rest of council in that T
